All persons who wish to enter a competition at any Festival, either as soloist 
or as a member of a competing organization, must first become a member of the 
Saskatchewan Musical Association. 

An annual membership fee of $1.00 is required, (except when otherwise speci¬ 
fied) for which an active member’s ticket is issued, entitling the holder to free 
entry to all Festival Buildings. It is strictly non-transferable. 

All fees are payable at the time of entry either directly to the Festival Secre¬ 
tary or through an organization to which they may belong. 

Subject to regulations hereinafter set out, a member may enter more than one 
event, but will be required to pay the necessary entry fee for each competition 
entered. (See entry fees). 

Solo competitors must have been bona fide residents of the province for at 
least three months immediately prior to the date of the festival.

In the following classes the membership fee for each person is reduced to 50c. 
The entry fee remains at 25c for the class Competitions Nos. 48, 49, 49a, 50, 
94, 95, 96, 96a, 98, 103, 104, 105, 106, 108, 108a.

AN ASSOCIATE MEMBER’S SEASON TICKET, at a special reduced 
rate, for those wishing to attend without competing, and admitting to all Festival 
Concerts, unless specially otherwise provided, is issued at the instruction of the 
Festival Committees immediately prior to the Festival. 

LOCAL COMPETITORS AND THE PROVINCIAL FESTIVAL 

It is anticipated, and desired, that all Local Festival competitors who wish, 
will compete at the Provincial Festival. To make this possible is one of the most 
important considerations in deciding the dates for the various Local Festivals, 
particulars of which will be found within.

ACCOMPANIMENTS 

Unless otherwise stated in this Syllabus all selections may be accompanied. 

Unless otherwise stated, the term ‘‘accompanied'’ shall be held to mean the 
use of one piano only. 

Competitors should bring their own accompanist . 

If official accompanist is required competitors must notify Festival Secretary 
when sending in entry. 

TEST PIECES 

All competitors must supply their own music, but the Association will provide 
copies—as sold by them—for the Adjudicators, except in special competitions where 
this is manifestly impossible. 

Competitors will take notice that where there are two test pieces the two 
or three having the highest marks may be required to sing or play the second piece 
at such time and place as specified in the Festival programmes. Both numbers 
will be called for if possible—if time and Festival arrangements permit—at the 
discretion of the Programme Arrangement Committees.

SOLO WINNERS 

Winners in Solo Sight Competitions shall not compete in the same competi¬ 
tion a second time. 

(a) Winners twice at previous Festivals, irrespective of age, must enter in the 
class next above the one in which they obtained their award, but this ruling does 
not prohibit Class A winners from competing each year. 

(b) In classes where there is an age limit if a competitor is debarred by age 
after winning once they are not entitled to compete again in the same class. 

Entrants in Class B Piano and Violin competitions are required to forward 
the name of their teacher with their entry. 

Vocal Soloists are entitled to compete in one vocal solo class only but they 
are not debarred from the Lieder or Sight reading competitions. 

Instrumental Soloists are entitled to compete in only one class for the same 
instrument but they are not debarred from entering other instrumental classes. 

The Secretary is authorized to require certificates to be furnished by any 
competitor, that the rules and regulations herein set out have been complied wdth. 

Classes A and B in Solo Competitions are substituted for the former terms— 
professional and amateur. Class B soloists who have twice won first place in that 
class must thereafter compete in Class A competition. This rule applies to both 
Local and Provincial Festivals. 

AWARDS 

The presentation of any award, applies only to competitors called to sing 
both test numbers, where two are called for in the Syllabus. 

Silver Mounted Ebony Baton for the Conductor winning the Grand Challenge 
Shield; Certificates for the individual solo winners,, presented by the Saskatchewan 
Musical Association; Certificates for the winning organizations to be retained 
by them, presented by the Association; Shields for the winning organizations, to 
be held by them for one year.

In Solo Competitions, a second and third award, taking the form of a diploma, 
will be made to competitors qualifying for same, provided that such competitors 
obtain 80 per cent, or over of the full number of marks possible, and further pro¬ 
vided that there shall be three or more, and four or more competitors in any com¬ 
petition respectively, before such second or third award may be made. 

A Certificate of Merit will be issued to each competitor after the first three, 
who obtains an average for both selections of 80 per cent, or over of the full number 
of marks possible. 

Except that in competitions in which only one selection is called for in the 
Syllabus, diplomas only (2nd and 3rd awards) will be issued, on terms as set out in 
a preceding paragraph. 

In competitions where there is only one entry no award will be made unless 
the competitor obtains 75 j>er cent, or over of the full number of marks possible. 
If 80 per cent, or over is obtained a full certificate will be issued. 

LOCAL FESTIVAL AWARDS

RE SUBSTITUTION OF INSTRUMENTS 
It is almost essential, and is strongly recommended, that a faithful realization 
of the prescribed orchestral score be secured.
